cently Conducted by Himself . 

"THERMAL OSMOSE. ' 

Experiments Confirm Theory in 
Explanation of Osmotic 
Pressure. 

A paper on "Thermal Osmose" was 
presented by Dr. J, C. I.yiide before 
the Physical Society yesterday after- 
noon. The Hpeaker reported on e:: ■ 
pulmonis which he had recently con- 
ducted, and cloned with several In- 
teresting deductions. 

Osmotic pressura wns first defin- 
ed as being that hydrostatic pressure 
necessary to balance the Internal 
pressura net up by u substance in so- 
lution. This pressure is known to bo 
proportional to concentration, and ia 
the same pressure as that which 
would bo exerted by the solute In 
the form of a gua, If it filled the «puce 
occupied by the solution. 

The theoretical causo of ormosis in 
now defined us "the difference in free 
energy of the solvent when ill Iho 
pure state, und when in the form 
of a solution." This means, thai when 
a solvent receives n soluble sub- 
stance and becomes a solution, it Is 
considered to loso considerable of Its 
"free energy." So, when this solu- 
tion is separated from the pure sol- 
vent by a semipermeable membrane, 
the solvent, in virtue ,of this extra 
energy, is able to force itself into 
the solution and set up this osmotic 
pressure. As evidence in support of 
tbis theory the speaker referred to 
the phenomena of lowering vapour 
pressure, raising boiling point, and 
lowering of freezing point by solutes, 
and he showed bow nil of .those feVls 
could bo explained by the hypothesis. 

In reporting thd work which he 
had done, Dr. Lynda Dialed that It 
had been undertaken partly to test 
this theory of osmotic pressure. If 
this phenomenon Is duo entirely to 
the free energy of a solvent, It shStild 
be possible to produce It by controll- 
ing the free energy by other means 
than by solution, I.e., by heat, if 
two samples of water be separatee 
by a semipermeable membrane, ttltl 
exchange of molecules across the par- 
tition will be equal. If now one of the 
samples be heatod, its molecular "free 
energy" will bo Increased, nnd the 
stream of molecules will be greater 
from the hot to the cold compart- 
ment than In tho opposite direction. 

in tho second place, If an osmotic 
pressure can thus bo produced by 
heat effects, It should bo possible, In 
an ordinary osmotic apparatus, to re- 
verse the direction of flow by man- 
ipulating temperatures. Dr. Lynde 
demonstrated by bin experiments that

It Is possible to obtain the above re- 
sults. 

The apparatus was briefly describ- 
ed, the most Important Item being the 
g-old beater's skin, which was used aa 
a semipermeable membrane. In In- 
creasing the free molecular energy 
the experimenter had the option of 
using Increased temperature or of In- 
creasing pressure. Porter has ahmvn 
that if the pressure applied to a solu- 
tion be equal to the osmotic pressure, 
the vapour pressure will be equal to 
that of the pure solvent. 

The experiments reported on by 
the speaker confirmed the deductions 
from this theory for the explanation 
of osmotic pressure. He was able to 
produce a flow from the warmer to 
the colder compartment when two 
samples of water nt different tem- 
peratures were separated by a semi- 
permeable membrane. 

In a sugar solution he was also able 
to reverse the direction of osmotic 
flow by manipulating the tempera- 
ture, but only in dilute solutions.

(We most earnestly recommend for 
the careful consideration of our read- 
ers the recently proposed "Reconstruc- 
tion" programme of the British Labor 
party, which we feci justified In pub- 
lishing in toto aa it appears in the 
"New Republic" of February 16th. Ow- 
ing to the considerable length of the 
document, we are obliged to print it 
In three Instalments, the first of 
which follows herewith) : 

It behooves the Labor party, in 
formulating ita own programme for 
reconstruction after the war, and in 
criticizing the various preparations 
and plans that are being made by the 
present government, to look at the 
problem as a whole. We have to 
make clear what It Is that we wish 
to construct. It is important to em- 
phasize the fact that, whatever may 
be the caso with regard to other po- 
litical parties, our detailed practical 
proposais proceed from definitely held 
principles. 

The End af a Civilisation. 

We need to beware of patchwork. 
The view of the Labor party is that 
whut has to be reconstructed after 
the war is not tills or that govern- 
ment department, or this or that piece 
of social machinery; but, so far as 
Britain is concerned, society itself. 
The individual worker, or for that 
matter the individual statesman, im- 
mersed in daily routine — like tlie 
individual soldier In a battle — eac- 
lly falls to understand tho magnitude 
and far-reaching importance of what 
is taking place arousd nlm. How 
dees it fit together as a whole? How 
does it look from a distance? Count 
Okuma, one of the oldest, most ex- 
perienced and ablest of the states- 
men of Japan, watching the present 
conflict from the other side of the 
globe, declares it to be nothing les3 
than the death of European civiliza- 
tion. Just as in the past tho civili- 
zation of Babylon, Egypt, tlroocii, 
Carthage and the great Roman Em- 
pire have been successively destroyed, 
so. In the judgment of this dotuifMl 
observer, the civilization of nil Europe 
Is even now receiving its death blow. 
We of the Labor party can so fnr 
agree in this estimate ns to recog- 
nize, in the present world catastrophe, 
If not the death, in Europe, of civili- 
zation itself, at any rate the culmina- 
tion and collapse of a distinctive In- 
dustrial civilization, which the work- 
ers will not seek to reconstruct. At 
such times of crisis it is easier U 
slip into ruin than to progress into 
higher forms of organization. That Is 
the problem as it presents itself to 
the Labor party. 

What this war Is consuming I» not 
merely the security, the homes, the 
livelihood and the lives of millions 
of innocent families, and an enormous 
proportion of all the accumulated 
wealth of the world, but also the very 
basis of the peculiar social order in 
which It has arisen. The Individu- 
alist system of capitalist production, 
based on the private ownership and 
competitive administration of land 
and capital, with its reckless "profit- 
eering" and wage-slavery; with its 
glorification of the unhampered 
struggle for the means of life and lis 
hypocritical pretense of tho "survival 
of the fittest"; with the monstrous 
Inequality of circumstances which it 
produces and the degradation and 
brutalizatlon, both moral and spirit- 
ual, resulting therefrom, may, wo 
hope, Indeed have received a death 
blow. With it must go the political 
system and ideas in which it natur- 
ally found expression. We of the 
Labor party, whether in opposition or 
In due time callei upon to form an 
administration, will certainly lend no 
hand to its revival. On the contrary, 
we shall do our utmost to see that 
It Is burled with the millions whom 
it has done to death.. If we in L#K- 
aln are to escape from the decay of 
civilization itself, which the Japan- 
ese statesman foresees, we must en- 
sure that what Is presently to bo 
built up Is a new social order, based 
not on fighting but on fraternity — 
not on the competitive struggle for 
the means of bare life, but on a de- 
liberately planned co-operation in 
production and distribution for the 
benefit of all who participate by hand 
or by brain — not on tho utmost 
possible inequality of riches, but on a 
systematic approach towards a 
healthy equality of material clrcum- 
stances for every person born Into 
the world — not on an enforced do- 
minion over subject nations, subject 
races, subject colonies, subject class- 
es, or a subject sex, but, in industry 
as well as In government, on that 
equal freedom, that general con- 
sciousness of consent, and that wid- 
est possible participation In powor. 
both economic and political, which Is 
characteristic of democracy. We Co 
not, of course, pretend that it Is pos- 
sible, even after the drastic clearing 
away that is now going on. to build 
society anew in a year or two of 
f-.-verish "reconstruction." What thf 
Labor party Intends to satisfy Itself 
about is that each brick that it helps 
to lay ehall go to erect the structure 
that It Intends, and no other. 

The Pillar, of the Heuse. 

We need not here recapitulate, one 
by one, the different Items in the La- 
!>or party's programme, with succen- 
hor party's programme, which success- 
These proposalr, some of them In 
various publications worked out In 
practical detail, are often carelessly 
derided as impracticable even by poli- 
ticians who steal them piecemeal from 
us' The members of the Labor par- 
ty, themselves actually working by 
hand or by brain. In close contact with 
the facts, have perhaps at all times a 
more accurate appreciation of whnt 
U practicable. In industry as in pon- 
tics, than those who depend solely 
on academic instruction or are biased 
by great possessions. But to-day no 



man dares to say that anything is im- 
practicable. The war which has scared 
the old political parties right out of 
their dogmas, has taught every 
statesman and every government of- 
ficial, to his enduring surplis? how 
very much more can bo done along 
the lines that wo have laid do vn than 
he had ever before thought possible 
\V>8t we now promulgate as our pol- 
icy, whether for opposition or for of- 
fice, is not merely this or that spe- 
cific reform, but a deliberately 
thought out, systematic, and compre- 
hensive plan for that immediate so- 
cial rebuilding which any ministry, 
whether or not It desires to grapple 
w.th the problem, will be driven to 
undertake. The four pillars of the 
house that we propose to erect, rest- 
ing upon the common foundation of 
the democratic control of society In 
all its activities, may be termed: 

(a) The Universal' Enforcement of 
the National Minimum; 

(b) The Democratic Control of In 
djftry; 

tc) The Revolution in National 
rinince; and 

(4) The Surplus Wealth for tl>e 
Common Good. 

The Universal Enforcement af a Na- 
tional Minimum. 

The first principle of the Labor 
liny — In significant contrast with 
those of the capitalist system, who- 
cr expressed by the Liberal or by 
the Conservative party — is the se- 
curing to every member of the c«m- 
inunity, in good times and bud allk>.> 
(und not only to the strong and ai-lc. 
the well born or the fortunate), of all 
the requisites of healthy life und 
worthy citizenship. This is in Uu 
sense a "class" proposal. Such un 
amount of social protection of the In- 
dividual, however poor and lowly 
from birth to death, Is, as the econo- 
mist now knows, as Indispensable to 
fruitful co-operation as it Is to suc- 
cessful combination; and it afford: 
the only complete safeguard against 
that Insidious degradation of the 
standard of life which Is the worst 
economic and social calamity to which 
any community can be subjected. Wn 
are members one of another. No 
man llveth to himself alone. If any 
even the humblest, Is made to su£- 
.'er, the whole community and ever; 
.me of us. whether or not we reeog 
lize the fact, Is thereby Injured. Gen- 
ration after generation this has been 
he corner-stone of the faith of La- 
lor. It will be the guiding principle 
f any Labor government. 

The Legislative Regulation of Em- ' 
Bleyment. 

Thus it Is that the Labor party to- 
luy stands for tho universal applicu 
tion of the policy of the national mini 
mum, to which (a s embodied in in 
successive elaborations of the Fac 
'cry, Mines, Railways, Shops, Mer 
•hunt Shipping, and Truck acts, the 
Public Health, Housing, and Educa- 
tion acts and tho Minimum Wage act 
—all of them aiming at the enforce- 
ment of at least tho prescribed mini- 
mum of leisure, health, education, 
and subsistence), the spokesmen of 
Labor have alreudy gained tho sup- 
port of the enlightened statesmen and 
economists of the world. All these 
.laws purporting to protect against ex- 
treme degradation of the standard of 
I'fe need considerable Improvement 
and extension, whilst their adminis- 
tration leaves much to be desired. 
For Instance, the Workmen's Com- 
pensation act falls shamefully, not 
merely to secure proper provision for 
all the victims of accident and in- 
dustrial disease, but what Is much 
mere Important, does not succeed in 
preventing their continual Increase. 
Tho amendment and consolidation ol 
the Fnctory and Workshops acts, with 
their extension to all employed per- 
sons. Is long overdue, and It will be 
the policy of Labor greatly to 
strengthen the staff of Inspectors, es- 
pecially by the addition of more men 
and women of actual experience a'. 
the workshop and the mine. The Coa 
Mines (Minimum Wage) act mus' 
certainly be maintained In force, ami 
suitably amended, so as both to en- 
sure greater uniformity of conditior 
among the several districts, and t(r 
make the district minimum In all 
cases an effective reality. The same 
policy will, in the Interests of the 
agricultural laborers, dictate the per- 
petuation of the Legal Wage clause.-, 
of the new Corn law just passed tot 
a term of five years, and the pronip' 
amendment of any defects thut Uisiï 
be revealed in their working. Ami 
In view of the fact that many mil- 
lions of wage-earners, notably womon 
and the less skilled workmen in vari- 
ous occupations, MX unable by com- 
bination to obtain v.ages adequate foi 
decont maintenance In health, the La- 
bor party Intends to see to it th ii 
the Trade Boards act is suitablj 
amended and made to apply to nil 
Industrial employments in which any 
considerable number of those employed 
obtall less than 30s. per week. Vhh 
minimum of not Usa than 30s. per 
week (which will need revision no 
cording to the level of prices) ought 
to be the very lowest statutory base 
linn for the least skilled adult work- 
ers, men or women. In uny occupu- 
lort, In all parts of the United King- 
dom. 

The Organization of Demobilization. 

But the coming Industrial disloca- 
tion, which will Inevitably follow the 
discharge from war service of half .if 
nil the working population. Imposes 
new obligations upon the community. 
The demobilization and discharge of 
the eight million WBge-enrners now 
l.elng paid from public funds, elth.«r 
for service with the colors or In mu- 
nition work and other war trades, 
will bring to the whole wage-earn- 
ing class gravo peril of unemploy- 



ment, reduction of wages, and a lust- 
ing degradation . f the standard of 
life, which can be prevented only *.y 
deliberate national organization. The 
Labor party has repeatedly called 
upon the present government to for- 
mulate Its plan, and to make in ad- 
vance all arrangements necessary for 
coping with so unparalleled a disloca- 
tion. The policy to which the Labor 
party commits itself is unhesitating 
and uncompromising. It is plain that 
regard itiould be had, in stopping 
government orders, reducing the ttnff 
of the national factories and de- 
mobilizing the army, to the actual 
state of employment in particular In- 
dustries and in different districts, so 
as both to release first the kinds of 
labor most urgently required for the 
revival of peace production, and to 
prevent any congestion of the mar- 
ket. It is no less imperative that 
suitable provision against being turn- 
ed suddenly adrift without resources 
should be made, not only for the sol- 
diers, but also for the three million 
operatives in munition work and oth- 
er war trades, who will be discharg- 
ed, long before most of the army can 
be disbanded. On this important 
point, which is the most urgent of 
ail, the present government has, we 
believe, down to the present hour, 
formulated no plan, and come to no 
decision, and neither the Liberal nor 
the Conservative party has apparently 
deemed the matter worthy of agita- 
tion. Any government which should 
allow the discharged soldier or mu- 
nition worker to fall into the clutches 
of charity or the Poor law would 
have to be Instantly driven from of- 
fice by an outburst of popular In- 
dignation. What every one of them 
will look for is a situation In accord- 
ance with his capucity.

PROPOSAL FOR A MUNICIPAL 
BUREAU OP VACANT HOUSES 
IN CITIES. 



To assist those who are In need of 
suitable housing accommodation, a 
Municipal Housing Bureau might 
prove of great value. At such u 
bureau a register might be kept of 
all vacant houses and apartments, 
with full particulars as to the accom- 
modation, rental, etc. Photographs of 
the houses woold not necessarily be 
required, but would frequently be 
supplied, and this would be a further 
advantage In facilitating a suitable 
selection of houses, und limiting the 
time spent In examination. In cases 
where houses are In great demand, 
-eglstration at the bureau might be 
made obligatory. A small charge, 
robably not exceeding twenty -five 
?nts, made for each registration, 
/ould cover the cost of administra- 
tion. By this means workmen could 
learn without difficulty, expense, or 
loss of time, the condition of the 
housing market In all parts of the 
city. The advantages which would 
result from having Uils information 
are obvious. The number of houses 
available at each rate of rentul would 
Indicate from time to time either a 
surplus or deficiency of particular 
types, and in this way the bureau 
would be of value to builders, and tho 
supply of houses of all types could 
be more nearly equated to the de- 
mand. Housing conditions would no 
longer be the subject of uninformed 
discussion. Information as to the 
true condition would be always avail- 
able. The evils of unfairly high ren- 
tals in one district would be overcome 
If vacant buildings were available In 
another equally satisfactory district. 
The registration form might require 
Information as to conveniences and 
Interior decorations. The effect of 
this would be to Improve tne gen- 
eral condition of the houses, as those 
In the best condition would, of course, 
secure tenants more speedily. 

As one of »h« nh.leeti l« M 
the time of those for whom time Is 
,ney, the r*'»ti.u.ilona requirlna ■'» - 
Istratlon might apnly only to mod. 
rate and low-priced houses. The 
task of securing u new home gener- 
lly involves weary walking about, 
ind this could thug be obviated.— Se- 
lected.

As 
a young girl she lived for a while in 
the Hawaiian Islands, and there be- 
came acquainted with the famous 
hula dance. She says there are over 
two hundred distinctly different 
dances all under the hula name, and 
that the dance with which she cap- 
tivated Broadway is merely a compo- 
site of all those which she learned 
while In Hawaii. When about seven- 
teen years of age she returned to 



The origin of The King Cook Cele- 
bration, which is staged every year 
by the Sophomore Class of the Medi- 
cal Faculty. Is surrounded in mys- 
tery and forgotten with the things of 
the past. But it is certain that for 
in; than thirty years, without a 
break, this has been the great an- 
nual event for the Second Year Medi- 
co. 

How the custom originated, as we 
have said, is not clear, and the stu- 
dents of those earlier days who first 
began it are now scattered far and 
wide over the world. No doubt many 
of them, as they &j about practicing 
their profession and alleviating and 
Cheering sufferUug i.umaully. a:.J up- 
holding the fame of Old Mctltll often 
recall with pleajui «.. in their lonely 
vigils, this umusii.g event or their 
college life. 

The celebration derived its na:n,:- 
from the first rttler of the Medicos 
and founder of the dynasty. James 
Cook, Esq., and he was styled by them 
King Cook 1. This genial old man 
besides preserving order among his 
unruly subjects, was janitor of tin 
Old Medical Building for many years 

As time rolled on he was succeed- 
ed by another man. who assumed the 
arduous duties of Kin;; of the Medi- 
cos, and lord high chancellor of tin 
dissecting room. He also bore the 
PiUQe of .lames Cook. Esq., so the stu- 
dents of his day annually crowned j 
him King Cook II. ruler of every 
disreputable country under the sun. 
lie held lAvay over lils unruly subjects 
until 1911. 

The portraits of these two WOtth) 
inters now ban,.; In the students : 
reading loom Of the New Medicai ! 
Building, and from their frames theso 
genial old fellows beam down on the 
succeeding generation of their sui.<- j 
jeqte. 

When death unkindly removed King 
Çook H from his duties in 1911, he 
was) succeeded by Wm. Tobin, who 
was duly crowned King Cook ill. with 
all duey ceremony und celebration, by 
his disreputable und disloyal sub- 
jects of Med. '17. 

Tobin, as he is familiarly known b] 
every Medical student, was born in 
Kngliind. but came to Canada as u 
J oung man. Before he came to Mc- 
Uill University in I!t0-' lie wax en- 
iragod in the drug business, and litis 
experience enabled him to b'Ue 
position of assistant in the Phuruia- 
COlogy Laboratory, millet) he has held 
e%er since. 

Being n true Britisher, Tobin al- 
ways took a kee i Interest in mili- 
tary affairs, and was enlisted In the 
M. C. under Colonel Blrkett. Ill tills 
service he rose to be sergeant com- 
pounder. At the outbreak of the win 
In 1914 Tobin enlisted for active ser- 
vice overseas. With the McOtll Hos- 
pital, but was turned down, and had 
to remain in home service. Every 
summer sees him P.t the training camp 
as soon as the college closes for the 
session. 

Tobin, In his younger days, also had 
considerable experience as an ama- 
teur actor on the tt&ge. When he be- 
came King Cook ibis experience serv- 
ed him In good stead, and his famous 
song, "We All Went Home in a Cab," 
which is always part of the programme 
of the coronation, must be heard b> 
bp fully upprecluled. 

The coronation, as we know it now, 
was not always the elaborate and 
amusing purude and entertainment 
which it hus been ti'nce Tobin ascend- 
ed the throne. Formerly the corona- 
tion took place clown ut PhiUppa 
Square, opposite Hennry .Morgan's. 
During the morning of the eventful 
day, the students procured a large 
und suitable dray, on which they 
en eted an Imposing throne appropri- 
ately decorated with oceans of bunt- 
ing and yards of McGill ribbon. lor 
Mis Majesty. 

Clothed In his royal white robes. 
King Cook, seated on his gaily deck- 
ed throne, led the procession of stu- 
dents from the Old Medical Building 
to PbtllpPS Square. When he arrived 
there he read his address to his dis- 
reputable subjects, composed for him 
by those subjocts, and containing all 
the nonsense and bad advice their fu- 
tile brains could contrive to put down 
on paper. 

After the speech from the throne 
was delivered, much to the amusement 
of the students and crowd, the pro- 
cession wended lta way back to the 
McCill grounds, and the coronation 
was over for another year. 

One of the features of these events, 
too, was the presentation of a sum 
of money to His Majesty. This was 
always given In the most amusing 
way his subjects could possibly think 
of. 

One year it would be twenty-five 
dollars in copper, immersed In a bar- 
rel of pitch; the<.next year they would 
be securely packed in chopped straw 
or saw dust; or another, the money 
might be suspended In a bar- 
rel of molasses and so on. But al- 
ways the gift was given In the most 
inconvenient way possible for the old 
fellow. Happily, the students of to- 
day are becoming kinder, and have 
more sense than to waste a barrel of 
perfectly good molasses In such a 
nonsensical way when It is so scarce, 
despite the report in a certain daily- 
paper.

fThls was a tlmo of great material 
prosperity. Theru was a. huge boom; 
men seemed to be growing rich rap- 
Idly; ' it was a period also of Inflation, 
and the President's' attempt to estab- 
lish the currency op a gold basis was 
unpopular, and unsuccessful. Still, 
the credit of Argentina Improved, and 
a loan of nearly $40,000,000 was nego- 
tiated, Qeh. Roca's successor) Dr. Cel- 
man, was a person of Inferior stamp, 
unable to control the situation, so 
the fever for speculation grew rap- 
idly, and a crisis was brought «.on. 
in 1889 . a Civic 'Union was formed 
with the object of overthrowing the 
President and reforming the finances 
and administration. Roca and Mitre 
were the leading spirits in the oppo- 
sition, and in July, 1800, they began 
another Revolution. Some flghtlnv 
took place, but the . resistance of the 
government 'was half-hearted, and on 
July 30, Celman resigned. 

Pellegrini, the Vice-President, sue-; 
ceeded him, and the national affairs 
were in more capable hands. The 
treasury was empty ,and there' was 
a great burden of debt. The whole 
financial system was in confusion, 
and Pellegrini was obliged to ls3ue 
notes for $60,000,000. This provided 
money for the Immediate needs of ad- 
ministration, but it helped bring on 
the crash of 1891, which will long be 
remembered in England, which was 
the chief foreign power affected fin- 
ancially. The National Bank 
submerged In spite of . all the govern- 
ment could do, and the same fate met 
every other bank except the London 
and the Plato Banks. 

This confusion led to * another 
change In administration, and a gen- 
eral election put a, ,new President, 
named Pena, In the chair.' Under him 
an improvement come, although slow- 
ly, both in finances and In the ad- 
ministration. He, too, had to experi- 
ence a Revolution, which he managed 
to survive, thanks to the strong hand 
of General Roca. Continuous dlffer- 
;nces of opinion with his Ministers 
ed to Pena's resignation in 1895. His 
Vice-President, Urlburn, succeeded 
him, and he was more successful, 
laving the support of Roca and Pel- 
egrlnl. Little progress, however, was 
made toward settling the nation's dif- 
ficulties, but peace was maintained. 
Ho was succeeded by General Roca. 
who at once began to make improve- 
ments. Perhaps his most noteworthy 
work was the settling of the long- 
standing boundary dispute with Chile. 
At one time It looked ns if this quos 
tlon would cause war between the 
two Republics, but the coolness and 
•ood sense of Roca together with the 
fairness of tho arbitration boards ,\p 
lealed to led to a peaceful settle- 
ment. This was o\ great triumph for 
the principle of arbitration. 

Since 1902 there has been little In 
tho political history of the Republic 
worthy of special mention. ( Until 
014 !t was a period of commercial 
growth, latarded nt times by a year 
of poor crops, tho most widespread 
crop failure being In the year 1011 
Itself. 

Ve may state that tho present oc 
cupar.t of the Presidential chair is 
Dr. HIpollto Irogoyen, who was elect- 
ed in 1916, and Is a man of good busl 
urns ability and tact He seems to 
bo KuidinK his country through the 
present times of uncertainly and crlaiu 
with a sure hand. 

Argentina from the Economio Point of 
View. 

We have now reached the second 
part of our inquiry, via., the economio 
value of the Argentine Republic. In 
tracing Ue political , history we have 
seen that a long period of strife and 
unsettled conditions' generally has 
been followed by the modern period 
of economic development under Î! 
creasingly more fuvourable circun- 
stances. . . , 

The period of economic dovelop 
ment Is usually counted as beginning 
with the revision ot the Constitution 
in I860, so it is as yet of less than r>0 
years' duration. If we may Judge by 
the rapid Improvement In the conn 
try's economic situation in this s'uorl 
time, the future holds much in prom 
ise for this yount; nnd growing coun- 
try- "Set we must remember that the 
Argentine Is a young nation, and like 
all young nations, Its progress mu3t 
have its ups and downs. It is still In 
an unstable condition, and the reason 
for this is not hard to find. In Its 
present phase, Argentina, is prcr 
eminently an agricultural country 
whose principal sources of wealth are 
cereals and stock-raising; tho result 
it that each year the whole 'life cf 
the country .is a£fet:ted by the har- 
vest. On the harvest depends, in a 
great degree, the movements of ex 
ternal commerce; it produces those 
sudden changes which occur from year 
to year, and .which result occasion 
ally In a variation, of $40,000,000 to 
$60,000,000 above or below the aver 
age. \ 

The harvest Influences not .only the 
exports, more than half of which con- 



sist of agricultural products, but lias 
tlo less an Influence on the value of 
importations. The national powers of 
consumption are, in fact, very Intim- 
ately connected with the measure of 
the agricultural output; as the latter 
is good or bad, the home consump- 
tion absorbs more and fewer Import- 
ed products. Thus the poor harvests 
of 1901 and 1902, which resulted in 
a fall of nearly $9,000,000 In the cer- 
eal exports^ produced In 1902 a fall 
of $4,000,000 In the imports of Iron 
and materials used for construction. 
Tho same depression was visible in 
other imports, especially In the im- 
portation of luxuries. We find the 
same ups and downs In the figures 
of the Budget, and in tho Customs 
receipts, on account of their direct 
relation to the agricultural industry.

Thé Royal Military College 
of Canada.

. of more value and interest to the 
country than the Royal Military 
College of Canada. Notwithstanding 
this.

earlng. Surveying, Physics. Chemistry 
French and EnglÏBh. <-"omiBiry, 

The atrict discipline maintained », 
the college is one of the most valuable 
features of the course, and In addition, 
the constant practice of gymnastics 
drills and outdoor exercises of all kind" 
ensures health and excellent physical 
condition. ' 
. Commissions in all branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Perman- 
ont Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation is consid- 
ered by the authorities conducting the 
examination for Dominion Land sur- 
veyor to be equivalent to a university 
degree, and by tho Regulations of the 
Low Society of Ontario. It obtains the 
same exemptions as a B.A. degree. 

Tho length of the course is three 
yeara in three terms of 9ft montha 
•ach. 

The total cost of the course. Includ- 
ing board, uniform, instructional ma- 
terial, and all extras Is about 1000. 

The annual competitive examination 
for admission to the College, takes 
place In June of each year, at the head- 
quarters of the several military die- 
tricta.
